Tbe Woman's American Baptist Home 
Mission Society 


HIS Society was organized in 1877 in the old 
Tremont Temple. In May, 1878, it was in- 


This is a long name and we ofteg.wish it could 
be shortened. Some individuals and circles have attempted 
it, but such attempts always bring confusion. This name 


Society, which has its headquarters in Chicago. It is very 
necessary to give the correct name to each organization. 
The object of our Society was the evangelization of the women 
among the freedmen, the Indians, the heathen immigrants 
and the new settlement of the west. In 1888 an act to em 
large the purposes of the Society was passed by the Legiala- 
ture and it was empowered to carry on its work of evangelizing 
and educating the women and children in any part of North 
America. 

The officers oſijihe Society are a President, one or more Vice- 
Presidents, Corresponding Secretary, Treasurer and Clerk. 
Alo a Board of Directors, composed of fifteen women. This 
Board meets with the officers the first Thursday of each month 
to transact all business of the Society. The members of the 
Board are divided into special committees, Ad visory, Finance, 
Publicatiofs and Meetings Committees, with whom the officers 
confer concerning the work when it is not ad visable to call 
together the whole Board. This Society in conjunction with 
the American Baptist Home Mission Society sends out Home 
Mission Echoes, paper which gives information concerning 
the work of each organization. One or more State Vice- 
Presidents are appointed by the Board for each State, who 
under the direction of the Corresponding Secretary look after 
the Woman's Home Mission interests in each State. It is 
her duty to appoint and #upervise the work of Directors in 
her State, and through the Directors keep in touch with each 
local circle. | . 

The work upon the field is for the most part done by means 
of Christian boarding schools and among the Chinese, Blanket 
Indians, and in Porto Rico by missjonaries. Seventy-five 
teachers and missionaries are looking to the Baptist women 
of New England for support. These are located among the 
negroes in the South, in Indian and Oklahoma Territories, in 
Mexico, and New Mexico, Cuba, Porto Rico, Alaska, among 
the Chinese on the Pacific coast, and among the Swedes of 
New England. If we had eufficient means we would place 
missionaries among other nationalities who sorely need the 
gospel in their own tongues. 

The work of correspondence, care of money, sending out 
literature, editing Echoes, preparing leaflets and presenting 
the work in the churches is only à part of the load which the 
officers bear. The responsibility which rests upon them for 
the right conduct of the Society's affairs is never lifted. What 
is needed at the present time by the officers, the workers at 
home and in the field, is the power of the Holv Spirit. When

At 510 we find our Superintend- 
ent of Alaska and Literature, established, with improved fa- 
cilities for the care of her literature. Mrs. Peckham, the 
General Assistant, also has a desk in this room. Beyond this 
room, opening into it by folding doors is the room of the 
Treasurer. It scems too good to be true that abe now has « 
room of her own. Her desk is where the women of the church- 
es come to pay the money raised by the circles, and also where 
subscriptions to Home Mission Echoes are paid, for Miss Davis 
is Business Manager of our paper and all money for it passe 
through her hands, While there is little new furniture at our 
Treasurer's disposal there is room enough for what abe has 
to be 80 arranged as to add greatly to her convenience. Just

He made many personal visits. He and Mr. Rishel drove to 
Alcalde and held four or five services. They went into the 
Indian Pueblo of San Juan, where the priest lives and where 
there is a great gilded statue of the Virgin in the street. On 
the base of this statue is the inseription in Spanish. © I am 
the Immaculate Conception. Go into this plaza where you 
may you will always see Indians kneeling and praying to the 
*Mother of God, as they call her. Mr. Rishel and Mr. San- 
chez announced that they would preach in the house of a 
Mexican who lives in the plaza. When the night came, the 
old chief of the Pueblo came to the house of the Mexican and 
shaking his fist in their faces told them they could not preach 
in that Pueblo, told them they could not preach in that Mexi- 
can's house, if they did there would be serious trouble. The. 
two ministers went to the justice of the peace and found that 
they could hold services in a man's house, but not on the 
streets of an Indian Pueblo, if the chief objected. So they 
held services in the Mexican's house, and had his family for

Leaving the Rooms for the wider circle of superintendence 
there is a systematic division of labor which renders it pos- 
ble to cover the entire country both in the matter of stimu- 
lating missionary collections and administering missionary 
affairs.

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Tbe Various Departments 

Having sen something of the organization and personnel, 
let us consider the various departments. There are three 
convenient divisions of the work the Missionary, the Edu- 
eational, and the Church Edifice. The first comprises the 
frontier and pioneer missions, the establishing of churches 
and aiding in the support of pastors where the churches are 
too weak for #elf-support, the work among foreign popula- 
tions, the missions among the Indians and Negroes, and those 
to our Spanish speaking neighbors in Mexico, Cuba and Porto 
Rico. The Educational Department covers the great school 
eystem among the colored people in the South, the schools 
among the Indians and in Mexico and elsewhere. In this 
phase of our work the women are especially interested, since 
their Society co-operates in the support of teachers. The 
Church Edifice Department has the important task of help- 
ing homeless churches to build houses of worship, an essen- 
tial thing to do if permanency is to be secured. The phrase 
„Hundreds of homel»-ss chureſes' '—which can be written 
of more than one section in the West, covers a pathetic and 
heart-stirring condition, which would arouse patriotism and 
piety and generosity if the half of the story could be told.
